More than Likely to 
Soar Higher. 


Limitations by Law as At- 
tempted in Europe not to 
be Tried Here. 


A F. NIGHT 
ASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Price- 
fixing for meat and dairy 
products has no place in the 
government's food-control plans 
Herbert Hoover, the food adminis- 
trator, today told the National Live 
Stock Conference. Not only would 
it be inadvisable to institute price- 
fixing in these industries, he de- 
clared, but the food administration 
has not been given such power. 

As long as there is a heavy de- 
mand for meat with a decreased 
production, Mr. Hoover said, meat 
prices will continue to soar. The 
hope of the food administration is 
that it can stabilize quotations and 
thus eliminate speculation. 

“I cannot believe there is a pana- 
cea for a situation of this kind,” 
said Mr. Hoover. “Our problem is 
to increase production. The best 
we may expect is a slow develop- 
ment toward the ends we Sek 
Drastic control of packing plants, 
with government operation an alter- 
native, will not work. We can ad- 
minister food contro! only through 

interests con- 


NO POWER TO FIX PRICES. 


“There is no power in the food 
bill to fix prices and we never have 
asked that power. Everywhere in 
Europe price-fixing — that is, the 
naming of maximum prices — has 
failed. We had the fixing of wheat 
Prices thrust upon us, as it is our 
duty to purchase 30 per cent. of the 
crop for export, and we had the 
Wheat Committee name the price as 
a guarantee to producers and to stop 
speculation. 

“The meat situation is such that a 
high price to producers is guaranteed 
for many years. If war were to end 
suddenly, or if the submarines were 
to be overcome, however, great 
stores of wheat would be released 
in Argentina, Australia and India 
and the bottom would have dropped 
out of the market in this country. 

“These three nations wil have on 
hand soon enough wheat to feed the 
world, but ships cannot be had to 
transport it. 

“Beef and pork present different 
situations. We export a small 
amount of beef, relatively, but now 
we are overexporting pork and it 
may become necessary to take 
measures to keep a proper relation 
between the price of corn and hogs. 
We want your advice as to how this 
may be done.

PETROGRAD, Sept. 5.— Gen. 
Alexieff, former commander-in-chief, 
said today that Petrograd was not 
threatened by the fall of Riga. The 
greatest danger, he added, was on 
the Rumanian front. 

Gen. Vassilkovski, commander of 
the Petrograd military district, 
agrees with Gen. Alexieff. He de- 
clares the fall of Riga is of moral 
but not strategic importance, and 
gives assurance that the Petrograd 
garrison is in good spirits, well 
disciplined and confident of the 
safety of the capital. 

Drastic measures have been de- 
cided upon by the government to 
avert serious conditions at the capl- 
tal as a result of the capture of 
Riga. Agents will be sent out to 
stop the flood of refugees on the 
way here. Railroads have been for- 
bidden to sell them tickets to Petro- 
grad. 

THE RUSSIAN RETREAT. 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. . 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 6.—-The re- 
treat of the Russians from Riga 
over neck of land a mile and a 
half wide between Lake Kish and 
Lake Egel is being accomplished 
with the greatest difficulty, and with 
the enemy constantly shelling the 
rear guard. This route is along the 
Pskov Railway, and is the only exit 
from the cul de sac, the German 
column having moved up from the 
Uxkuli direction, cutting off the Rus- 
sian retreat to the southeast. 

The civilian head of the war min- 
istry, Boris Savankoff, has issued a 
statement saying that the success of 
the measures which will be taken 
to check the advance “depend 
wholly upon the behavior of our 
troops.” 

Despite reports of the disgrace- 
ful flight of certain elements of Rus- 
sian defendérs of Riga positions, 
military commentators praise the 
heroism of certain regiments, among 
which were some composed of Letts, 
who fought bravely to stem the tide 
of retreat. The chief of the General 
Staff, Gen. Romanofsky, expresses 
the opinion that the evacuation 
constitutes no imminent danger to 
Petrograd because the near ap- 
proach of the rainy season will pre- 
vent the enemy from advancing far 
in the direction of the capita).

Deaths in lowa Baffle Physicians as 
Well as 
Seriously fil.

FROM FRANCE. 


MADE AT FRONT. 


Interest Added by Descriptions 
Explaining How and When Made 
Together with Anecdotes Filled 
with Intimate Details—Pleased 
Audience Enjoys and Applauds. 


The intimate first-hand war pic- 
tures made by Frederick Villiers, 
the artist-war correspondent, long 
before the days when moving pic- 
tures were allowed on the battlefield, 
and showing a hundred phases of 
the war that the cinema could never 
see, were of profound interest to 
his audience at Trinity Auditorium 


Wednesday evening. 

One felt like a rewe Cook's 
tourist actually on the scene as vivid 
sketches were thrown on the screen, 
accompanied by the terse explana- 
tions of the man who made them. 

They began with the German 
Taube dropping impudent messages 
over Paris advising the people to 
surrender; next the hasty charter of 
2000 taxicabs to carry a surprise 
party of 10,000 men to the front to 
save Gen. Foch'’s army at Charlerol. 
The sturdy statue of Joan of Are 
still standing before. the ruined 
cathedral at Rouen, the Mayor and 
Council of Rouen holding their 
meetings in the cellar, the vivid 
skétches of Ypres and the Aisne, the 
funny British motor busses with 
their absurd advertisements carry- 
ing British Tommies into Paris, the 
pitiful thin line of khaki heroes 
before Dixmude, the 40,000 dead 
Germans, the first horror of the Ca- 
nadian gas attack—all produced as- 
tonishment and wonder. 

The sketches included later events, 
including the French demotselles be- 
stowing bouquets upon American 
soldiers and Gen. Pershing getting 
his rst view of the scene at St. 
Quentin. 

Villiers accompanies these pic- 
tures with a clear, terse description 
of the condition under which he 
made them—at first, in the guise of 
a Belgian refugee, until war corre- 
spondents were reluctantly frecog- 
nized. 

And when the British Prime Min- 
lster’s words: “There is no price 
too high to pay for freedom and 
honor“ were thrown upon the screen 
the applause was deafening. 

Frederick Villiers appeared in his 
khaki uniform and bore the ribbon 
of medals awarded him in twenty- 
one wars. He says there is none of 
the glamour and panoply of war left 
now; he saw the last of it in the Bal- 
kans when grand stands were erect- 
ed for the kings to view the battles 
and champagne celebration parties 
were the order of the day.

This country in 
general, and Los Angeles in particular, is 
rich in good, sweet, self-effacing women 
who have thrown themselves heart and soul 
into war work, have trained themselves 
by long daily diligence for the purpose and 
now devote every minute of their precious 
leisure to unselfishly doing their part—do- 
mg whatever their hands find to do and 
doing it with all their might. | Mae 

If there was a little hysteria, a little con- 


fusion, a little ferocious zeal at the outset 


of their activities it was perhaps natural. 
The women who have taken up the war 
work had not been trained in the ways of 
discipline, routine, business, organization 
and exactness; it was harder for them 
than for men to grasp the big essential or- 
derliness that must make their work ef. 
fective. But in a few short months they 
have voluntarily schooled themselves and 
brought order out of chaos, submitted them- 
selves heartily to discipline and training, 
learned the work of their several depart- 
ments with a creditable thoroughness—and 
today the women’s war-work organizations 
are probably run as efficiently as any in 
the country. | 
Here in Los Angeles their work shows 
abundant and admirable results. One has 
but to pay a sympathetic visit to, say, the 


American Red Cross headquarters to won- 


der at the efficient devotion that has set- 
tled down upon that once fevered and 
incompetent effervescence. The storeroom 
would do credit to a department store— 
that room in which the vast output of la- 


bors of love, the knitted socks, the hand- 


made sweaters, the hospital shirts, the bed- 
ding, the multitudinous bandages, the 
trench caps are all sorted into sizes and 
carefully labeled. The samples and instruc- 
tions sent out by the military authorities 
(for nothing is made without minute gov- 
ernment specifications) are faithfully fol- 
lowed, and that etorehouse is a magnifi- 
cent witness to the labor of love that is 
being unostentatiously carried on in thou- 
sands of homes, in a hundred women’s 
clubs, in every chapter of every patriotic 
society; yea, and even in our department 
stores and offices where working girls de- 
vote every minute of their hard-earned lei- 
sure to making facsimiles of the things the 
authorities have called for. 

And this work is strictly voluntary. 
There are no drafted women. | 

Women have been accused of being re 
tail. There is nothing retail about the 
Red Cross stores in Los Angeles. They 
are superiatively, grandly wholesale. Great 
shipments of cleverly-made carefully-grad- 
ed, efficiently-docketed goods are sent away 
to Washington every week and thence to 
France, where the labors of American 
women are helping to provide necessities 
and comforts for the French as well as the 
American boys. Our base hospitals over 
there are kept abundantly supplied. And 
many of the women in charge of this 
work—who never previously had occasion 
to apply themselves to organization, strict 
hours, discipline, sustained labor, aided as 
they are, necessarily, by inexperienced and 
amateur help that must first be trained 
even as a soldier—are performing verita- 
ble miracles of well-trained efficiency. Men 
have been trained to business-like methods 
through the centuries; women have learned 
it in a few short months, put their untu- 
tored shoulders to the wheel and are stick- 
ing to it. Ygs. that is another point. The 
women are sticking to it. The few slack- 
ers, the incurable society butterflies, have 
gradually dropped out. The cleansing fires 
of the first effervescence have brought 
forth the pure gold and burned up the al- 
loy. 

Los Angeles is proud of her women, 
proud of the unselfish application that is 
their daily devotion, proud of their sterling 
hearts; proud of their capable efficiency. 
France and Great Britain are singing the 
praises of their women. Ours have done 
all and more than has been asked of them 
and stand ready to shoulder any burden 
for the nation’s weal. The woman who 
is not now doing her share is looked upon 
by her sisters just as the men look upon 
the male slacker. 

-CENT GOWNS. 

If we are to have meatless days and 
wheatless days, why not have beerless 
weeks and cocktailless months? If the 
power of the nation is to be exercised to 
compel or persuade women to wear 90-cent 
uniforms, why not decree that men shall 
wear 90-cent coats? We have precedents 
for cheap men’s wear. Shakespeare says: 

“King Stephen was a worthy peer, 

His breeches cost him but a crown. 

He held them sixpence all too dear, 

With that he called the tailor lown.” 

Food conservation is a patriotic duty, but 
a 90-cent uniform for a lady outstrips all 
other suggested economics. How would 
you like to see your mother or your sister 
or your wife or — except under favorable 
circumstances—even your sweetheart re- 
duced to 90 cents worth of clothes? Of 
course there is precedent for that sort of 
thing. Tennyson relates how the Lady Go- 
diva, seeking—as Food-dictator Hoover 
seeks—to reduce the people’s taxes: 
“Unclasped the wedded eagles of her belt, 
The grim Earl's gift. And like a creeping

“Rode on, clothed in her chastity.”

“COMMON ELEMENT.” | 
“Oh, yes,” said a critic of Billy Sunday, 
in our hearing, “he is a personality, of 
course, but he only appeals to the common 
element.” 

That set us thinking. After all, the com 
mon element” is the great majority—the 
very heart of the nation. Comparatively 
few can conscientiously claim to be above 
the “common element.” It is the great 
“common element” that makes the country, 
that fights the battles, that runs the big 
industries, that builds the railways, that 
peoples the cities. And it is the great “com- 
mon element” that has supplied so many 
of the big men of the world. Abraham 
Lincoln sprang from this “common ele- 
ment.” So did Oliver Cromwell. So did 
Lloyd George, England's great man today. 

"It is not the aristocratic generals that 
win wars; it is the soldiers of the “com- 
mon element,” of whose morale each coun- 
try proudly boasts. That word morale“ 
it means so much. It stands for poise, prin- 
ciple and courage, and dt is-found in the 
“common element“ so commonly that the 
progress of the world has been made pos- 
sible upon it. 

If therefore Billy Sunday appeals to the 
“common element” he appeals to the vast 
majority of us. But it is “the common ele- 
ment” that is inherently decent and there- 
fore the easiest to appeal to. The con- 
science of u nation rests with “the common 
element.” 

It is the great-hearted “common element” 
that preserves the faith, the hope, the ideals 
of the world. Its patient responsiveness, 
its deep inherent virtues can always be 
relied upon, counted upon in a crisis. And 
the cynic who would deprecate and sneer 
at the influence and merit of the “common 


element” misses the very basic solidity of 


the world. 

Christ himself consorted with the publi- 
cans and the sinners. It was not among 
the Pharisees and the Sadducees that Chris- 
tlanity was born, reared, established for all 
eternity. And it is not among the polished, 
cultured, ILam- superior brigade that Christ's 
religion, His mercies, His blessings, his spir- 
itual exaltation are ke alive today. The 
missionary that would win souls for salva- 
tion must make his appeal to the great 
“common element” to find the large respon- 
siveness to obtain results. The “cultured 
tew,“ the “aristocratic elect” may fail Him; 
they are too sophisticated and hedged about 
with cults and vogues to find a great bare 
truth interesting or moving; but the heart 
of the common people responds to the un- 
trimmed, straightforward truth. And it is 
this simple, unconscious understanding and 
plain humanness of the “common element” 
that makes the great ‘things of the world 
possible. 

Abraham Lincoln said the Lord must have 
loved the common people, because he made 
so many of them. Thank God for the ma- 
jority! Thank God for the man in the ranks! 
He alone—not the field marshals—can pull 
us through. He always has done it. 


ERMAN SCIENCE. 

In Venezuela there is a plant of the 
lily variety from the seeds of which are 
produced some of the asphyxiating gases 
used by the Germans. These poisonous 
seeds have long been employed for medic 
inal purposes, but, as in many other cases, 
German science has turned them to a 
base use, the German government having 
purchased the entire available supply of 


the seeds before the beginning of the war. 


In the same manner Germany has taken 
the lily of civilization and converted it 
into the poisons of hatred and discord. 
Never since Attila the Hun, “that scourge 
of God’s trembling nations,” has earth been 
visited by such an ambitious, murderous, 
destructive character as the present Kai- 
ser of Germany. He will go down to the 
tongueless silence of the dreamless dust,” 
“ynwept, unhonored and unsung,” least of 


all by the people he has duped and hypno-

E MOST FIENDISH CRIMINALS. 

While riding hig machine at a terrific 
speed in an effort to overtake a speed-mad 
automobilist a young motorcycle officer of 
Los Angeles crashed into a telephone pole 
on West Sixth street and was instantly 
killed. The driver who was being pursued 
and who is indirectly reaponsible for the 
officer's death is still at large and the num- 
ber of his machine is not known. The de- 
ceased was only 31 years old and he leaves 
a widow and a young daughter to mourn 
his loss. Only four months ago Motorcycle 
Officer Gilpin, while racing after a speeder 
on Figueroa street, was struck by a truck 
which had turned into an alleyway just 
ahead of him. Gilpin is still in a hospital 
as a result of his injuries. How much 
longer are these speed fiends going to be 
allowed to pursue their mad course with 
no consideration for law, for the lives of 
pedestrians or for other motorists? Occa- 
alonally, when they are apprehended, they 
are haled into the courts and made to pay 
fines. Even at this light punishment some 
of the speeders appear indignant and try 
to play the martyr, while others simply 
pay their fines and go away smiling, only 


to repeat the offense at the first opportu- 


nity. There can be only One adequate pun- 
ishment for such violators of the law and 


only one protection for the lives of those 


they endanger, and that is to take their 
licenses away from them. They smile at 
fines and even prison, and the rock pile 
would be only temporary protection to the 
public. If the lawmakers at Sacramento 
really desire to do something to redeem 
themsel¥es let them pass a law, at their 
next session, authorizing judges to revoke 
the licenses of the criminal speeders. 

N IDLOGICAL COMBINATION, 

The duties of members of both IL. W.W.’s 


and labor unionites are set forth in their 


official publications: First,“any act on the 
part of one or more workers intended to 
slacken and reduce the output of produc- 
tion in the industrial field or to restrict 
trade and reduce the profits in the com- 
mercial field, in order to secure from their 
employers better conditions or to enforce 
those promised or maintain those already 
prevailing:” second, “any skillful operation 
on the machinery of prodyction intended 
not to destroy it or permanently render it 
defective, but only to temporarily disable 
it and to put it out of running condition 
in order to make impossible the work of 
scabs and thus to secure the complete and 
real stoppage of work during a strike.” 

The Times can clearly see that an order 
of President Wilson to fix the price of coal 
at $4 per ton, combined with an order of 
Sam Gompers to the coal miners to strike, 
and supplemented by the help of LW.W.'s 
in disabling the mining machinery, might 
prove exceedingly effective in “restricting 
trade,” “reducing profits” and “putting a 
stop to production;” but how this would 
prevent both organized and unorganized la- 
borers from shivering is not clear. 

But as the forcing of a discontinuance 
of street-car service in San Francisco would 
neither “slacken production” nor “restrict 
trade” nor do anything except harden the 
leg muscles of those unable to hire jitneys, 
it is not clear to The Times where or how 
the activities of Mayor Rolph's rioters will 
tend to help labor except to inure it to ex- 
ercise not unmixed with privation.
